OBITUARY.

Frederick Overbeck.

The forelgn mail brings Intelligence of the death
of the celebrated German painter, Frederiek Ovor-
beck. None of the parilculars of his demise are
given: bhut it probabily oceurred at Rome, where he
hal lived and labored for more than hall & century,
and had bolt up & school of art aud seen it
gradunlly decay, He was born in Lubeck n
1959, and went to Rome to study art in 1si0
There wias s company of enthusiustio young German
artists ot thet thoe in Homo—Cornellus Vet and
Sehadow among them-—-who dreamed Of & regenorn-
tion of art, a new renalssance in which the severe
simplicity and truth of the early masters shonld be
taken as the model of excellence In form, and rell-
glous mysticiym should breathe into the painter’s
work & more elevated spirit. Overbeck was the
heart and soul of this little band. Art, he declared,
was not preclous in itself or for lts own beanty
it existed only for the sake of religion. He de-
spised the sensuous lovellness of Raphael, and
wont back for hig inspiration to Perngino and the
euarly asoetic school, The yonug wrusts found
thelr first patron in the Prossian Consual, Dar-
tholdy. He commissioned them to decorate his
villa with fresvoes, snd here Overdeck execated his
“Joseph Sold into Captivity” and the “Seven Years
of Famine,” hy which he pluced himaself decldedly at
the head of the new school, 1o 1514, with several of
nis associntos, he embraced the Koman Cathollo
fuith, and from that time he devoted his pencll
more exclusively thaun ever to religlous subjects,
One by one his disviples fell away. Bome died;
others, like Cornellus, woere enticed into the more
viguroos amd romaente style of the later Germon
sehool; Overbecs nlone remained true to hiy tirat
principles, and pursued o sectusion his devont
lahors, produsing & great numbor. of palotings wod
designy In ehurcoul and chalk, Instinet with religlous
sentiment, hurmenions in compodition, und truthiul
ip spirit, though he was nota correct dranghtEman
nor o good colorist, His muasterplece 8 generslly
thought to be his *“Trinmph of Christisnity in the
Arts," i the Stadelsche Tostitute at Frankfortson-
thv-.‘lnm. Most of his best works are famillar wll
through Burope and Awerica by line-cngravings,
wood-cuts, and lthographs, and the most distin-
gulshod German engravers have employed them.
